As will be seen by comparison with the figures given in my cable- 
gram of the 31st ultimo, the cholera epidemic in Egypt is spreading at 
an alarming rate. 

The Egyptian Gazette of the 5th instant says— 


We are bound to confess that we view the situation, both present and prospective, 
with very great anxiety. The disease has obtained so firm and extensive a footing in 
the country that the epidemic bids fair to eclipse that of 1883, and certainly that of 
1896. The director-general of the sanitary department confesses that he anticipates no 
amelioration for some weeks to come; he has further stated that with the return of 
cool weather there should be a change for the better, so that from the two statements 
we deduce that the authorities are prepared to record the ravages of the disease in its 
present malignancy until well into October. * * * 


Since the Ist instant the conditions in Cairo have improved slightly, 
the totals of new cases and deaths being less than those for the week 
preceding. Alexandria, however, is not faring so well, as a comparison 
of the following will show:

Dakalieh, 435 new cases, 672 deaths; Charkieh, 
480 new cases, 554 deaths ; Menoufieh, 353 new cases, 449 deaths ; Gizeh, 
268 new cases, 316 deaths; Galioubieh, 228 new cases, 319 deaths; 
Behera, 200 new cases, 327 deaths ; Guirgueh, 180 new cases, 315 deaths ; 
Minieh, 160 new cases, 254 deaths; Beni-Souef, 120 new cases, 131 
deaths, and Fayoum, 60 new cases and 86 deaths. 

While the statistics furnished by the sanitary department are the 
most reliable obtainable, it should be borne in mind that a very large 
number of cases in the country districts and villages are concealed from 
the authorities and therefore not included in the official figures. Many 
of the natives have an idea that the sanitary department is doing its 
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best to interfere with their liberty, religious customs, and domestic tra- 
ditions, and the officers of the department are often refused admittance 
to houses where sickness prevails and have to resort to forcible measures 
to gain an entrance. 

In several instances the native heads of villages in the interior have 
been punished for deliberately concealing cases of cholera. 

With reference to the case of cholera reported at Port Said, it was an 
imported one, the victim having arrived the night before by train from 
one of the affected towns; he died the same day and the port is again 
free from the disease.

Sir: In compliance with Bureau letter of May 28, 1902, I have the 
honor to submit the following suppleinental report of the transactions at 
this station from July 1, 1902, to September 15, 1902: During this time 
there were inspected and given bills of health 69 vessels ; 3,416 crew and 
481 cattlemen were inspected, and of these, 789 were vaccinated by the 
Service. The crews and cattlemen of those vessels carrying surgeons 
were vaccinated by the ship’s surgeon. Seventeen of these vessels were 
bound for Philadelphia, 16 for New York, 10 for Boston, 6 for New 
Orleans, 4 each for Savannah and Newport News, 3 for San Francisco, 
2 for Baltimore, and the remaining 7 for various ports. The number of 
cases of smallpox in London and Greater London in March last was about 
1,600, but, as stated in a previous report, the number began to decrease 
in May. The weekly admissions have constantly decreased since this 
time, and now only about 70 cases of this disease €xist in London and 
vicinity.

Plague. 


Russi1A.—According to the Government Gazette, further cases of sus- 
pected plague have occurred in Odessa. During the period from August 
24 to September 2 there were registered 11 cases of suspected plague 
and 2 deaths. On September 7, 2 new cases were reported. 

Eaypt.—During the week from August 29 to September 4, 6 fresh 
plague cases and 3 deaths were recorded, all in Alexandria. 

BRITISH INDIA.—In the Bombay Presidency during the week ended 
August 15, there were registered 3,835 fresh plague cases and 2,669 
deaths. 

Cholera. 


Russta.—Between September 1 and September 6 fresh cholera cases 
were registered in Blagoweschtschensk and the same ‘number in Cha- 
barowski. In Vladivostock during the same period 48 cases were 
recorded. 

Eaypt.—During the week ended September 1 the number of cholera 
cases increased considerably. At the end of the week cases were 
reported from 604 districts of lower and upper Egypt. The total 
number of cases recorded during the week amounted to 3,875, with 
2,890 deaths. :

The cholera outbreak at Okayama threatens to increase, and the authorities of the 
home department have decided to appoint special inspection officials with a view to a 
more vigorous crusade against the epidemic. 

Since the 29th ultimo, when cholera first appeared in the city, 262 cases had been 
reported up to the 4th instant, of which 133 ended fatally. On the 3d instant 70 cases 
(28 tatal) were recorded, and on the 4th the number fell off to 31 cases, 21 ending 
fatally. The disease has penetrated the spinning mills and the prison ; and it has been 
arranged that upon the arrival from Tokyo of Mr. Kurimoto, an expert in the home 
departmeut, anti-cholera serum shall be first administered to the prisoners, numbering 
1,300, and then to the inhabitants of that part of the town where the disease is most 
virulent. 

On the evening of the 3d instant the Moji municipal assembly held a special meeting 
and adopted a proposal to appropriate 53,549 yen to the fund for the suppression of 
cholera. Of this sum, 25,111 yen would, it was hoped, be drawn from the money raised 
by prefectural taxes.

Str: I have the honor to inform you that cases of cholera having 
occurred in Nagasaki, Shimonosaki, and other ports in Japan. which 
are in communication with Chemulpo and other ports in Korea, and 
also in Port Arthur, which is in direct communication with Chemulpo, 
a meeting of the consuls of the treaty powers, the kamni and the com- 
missioner of customs of Chemulpo was held on the 4th instant, at which 
it was decided that all the ports of Japan as well as the Russian ports 
in the Lioatung Peninsula were infected with cholera, and that in 
accordance with section 9 of the regulations for the prevention of the 
introduction of infectious diseases into Korea, quarantine regulations 
would be enforced against all vessels arriving from such ports on and 
after the 5th instant. It was also decided that the commissioner of 
customs of Chemulpo should enforce the regulations against vessels 
arriving from those ports of Korea which might thereafter become 
infected without calling a further meeting of the consuls, etc. Cases of 
cholera having been reported at the Korean port of Chenampo, the 
commissioner of customs notifies me that quarantine regulations will, 
therefore, be enforced against vessels arriving from that port from the 
Sth instant.

Cholera sitwation. 


SEOUL, KOREA, August 20, 1902. 

Sir: I have the honor to confirm my telegram of to-day as follows : 
‘*Cholera severe Chenampo and north.’’ A temporary board of health 
has been formed among the local foreign medical men. Quarantine has 
been established at Korean ports against Chinese infected ports, Port 
Arthur, and Japanese infected ports. 

Cholera has been present for some weeks at the north and at the 
American gold mines. It is now very severe at the northern port, 
Chenampo. To day’s report is as follows : 

Weichu.—No report. 

Woonsan (American mines).—No increase. August 9. 

Syen Ohen (Northwest Korea where some American missionaries 
live).—It is reported from Syen Chen that in three days from August 5 
there had been 20 cases of cholera and 11 deaths. The streets and roads 
leading from infected districts have been barricaded, and many of the 
inhabitants have fled to the surrounding hills. 

Pengyang.—No eases. August 15. 

Chenampo.—August 134, 80 cases. Supply of cholera medicine 
exhausted. People are dying in the streets, as householders refuse to 
harbor sick peopie. Many inhabitants leaving the town for Whang 
Hai Do. August 17, 92 cases, 50 deaths. Disease still spreading 
rapidly. Two cases in foreign settlement (Chinese). Local board of 
health requests immediate assistance from Seoul.

Str: Through the chief quarantine officer for Porto Rico, I have the 
honor to transmit herewith the quarantine and abstract of bills of 
health reports for the week ended September 20, 1902. 

Six vessels were inspected, of which 3 were held in quarantine. 
Three bills of health were issued. 

Two pieces of baggage from Santo Domingo arriving on the 14th in 
the schooner Corazon de Jesus were disinfected. Vessel not held. 

On the 17th, the French steamship Salvador arrived from Port au 
Prince, Les Cayes, Jeremie, Jacmel, Santo Domingo, and Mayaguez. 
Fifteen pieces of baggage and 2 sacks of mail were disinfected. Vessel 
was held in quarantine and sailed on the same day. Spanish steam- 
ship Buenos Aires arrived from Havana, Port Limon, Colon, Sabanilla, 
Puerto Cabello, and LaGuaira. One passenger, a Porto Rican immune, 
was allowed to land after disinfection of baggage consisting of 4 pieces. 
The vessel was very dirty and was held in quarantine, sailing on the 
same day. 

On the 18th, the Cuban steamship Julia arrived from Havana, 
Nuevitis, Gibara, Santiago, Santo Domingo, and Macoris. Twenty- 
two pieces of baggage and 2 sacks of mail were disinfected. The 
vessel was held in quarantine and sailed on the same day. 

No quarantinable disease is reported in Ponce. The sanitary con- 
dition of the city is being improved a little by a much needed clean- 
ing of the streets.

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Report from San Jwan—Death from suspicious illness on Spanish steamship 
Buenos Atres. 


San JUAN, P. R., September 22. 1902. 


Sir: I have the honor to report that the Spanish steamship Buenos 
Aires arrived at this port at midday on the 18th instant, from Havana, 
Port Limon, Colon, Sabanilla, Puerto Cabello, La Guaira, and Ponce. 

All persons on board were well, with the exception of one steerage 
passenger, who was comatose upon arrival here and who died at 9.30 
p- m. on the evening of arrival. 

The patient, a Syrian of 18 years of age, was in transit from Lima, 
Peru, to Europe. He was in Colon two days waiting for this steamship, 
and he went on board her upon the 10th instant apparently in good 
health, except that he appeared anemic. 

He suffered much from seasickness during the early part of the 
voyage, but was up and about until the 17th, when he was found coma- 
tose upon the deck. 

Upon arrival here the case presented certain difficulties as to 
diagnosis, but the vessel was quarantined and treated as though the 
case was one of undoubted yellow fever. 

The dead body was removed to the quarantine station, a post-mortem 
examination made, and the body buried in a remote part of the reser- 
vation, the coffin and grave being filled with quicklime. 

Without going into details as to the history of the case, its symptoms 
and post-mortem findings, it appears that the diagnosis does not deter. 
mine whether the case was one of pernicious malarial fever, yellow 
fever, or acute yellow atrophy of the liver. 

Pathological specimens are in process of preparation and will be for- 
warded to the hygienic laboratory for examination. Accompanying 
these will be forwarded in detail the gross post-mortem findings in the 
case. 

The Buenos Aires sailed from this port for Spain on the 18th instant, 
having declined disinfection here.

Telegram from the Russian agency at St. Petersburg dated August 23 (September 45). 


In Odessa, there continue to he discovered new cases of sickness suspicious of plague. 
From August 11 (24) to August 20 (September 2), there have been 11 new cases of 
sickness: of these, 2 persons died, and in all there have been since May 28 (June 10), 
21 cases of sickness, of which 5 have died. The bacteriologist, Professor Visokovich, 
has again been sent to Odessa to take part in the discussion of measures against the 
infection. 

In view of there having been discovered in the colony Gildendorf, in the circuit of 
Odessa, a patient who has been pronounced to be a case suspicious of the plague, the 
Cherson governor has been instructed to open a sanitary commission for the province 
and appoint a similar commission for the Odessa and adjoining districts.

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In the ‘‘outer ring’’ the deaths included 3 from diphtheria, 5 from 
measles, 1 from scarlet fever, and 5 from whooping cough. 

Treland.—The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended September 15, 1902, in the 21 pring); al 
town districts of Ireland was 17.7 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 1,092,401. The lowest rate was recorded in Newry and 
Tralee, viz, 0.0, and the highest in Ballymena, viz, 38.3 per 1,000. In 
Dublin and saburbs 142 deaths were registered, including diphtheria, 2 ; 
enteric fever, 3; measles, 6, and 23 from tuberculosis. 

Scotland.—The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the week 
ended September 13, 1902, correspond to an annual rate of 14.8 per 1,000 
of the population, which is estimated at 1,679,923. The lowest mortality 
was recorded in Leith, viz, 6.6, and the highest in Paisley, viz, 16.7. 
per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths registered from all causes 
was 479, including diphtheria, 5; measles, 7; scarlet fever, 8, and 7 
from whooping cough.
